The Celtic Club celebrated in honor 
of St. Patrick. last night, with a din- 
ner at the King Bdward Hotel, the 
full membership, with a hundred la- 
dies as guests, being present. The club 
has been organised more than a year, 
and is the first of its kind in America. 
Tit is composed of members of all the 
Celtic nations—Scotiand, Wales, Ire- 
land, Brittlany, Cornwall and the Isle 
of Man. 

The meeting was opened by an ad- 
dress by Malcolm Macleod, the presi- 
dent, John 8. MecGroarty acting as 
toastmaster. Prof. Theodore J. Irwin 
rendered selections on the piano, and 

Pritchard 
and William Trevor, Welsh Celts. The 
toast, “The Irish Branch of the Celtic 
Race, was responded to by Rev. Dr. 

E. A. Healy of the University Metho- 
{dist Church, and the toast to The 

Ladies by Capt. A. E. Lynch of 
Whittier. 

The feature of the evening was an 
address by Bishop Conaty on “Celtic 
Influences in English Literature.” The 
address was lengthy and comprehen- 
sive: full of fact and ancient lore: 
full of poesy, and warmth for the 
preservation of his native tongue. The 


bishop A in part: ' 
„A national literature is like a beau- 
tiful river, trace it to its source and 


you find an ever-bubbiing spring. 
whence it issues in a thin, silvery 
thread. In its onward flow it meets 
other tiny streams, it may be at times 
lashed by a torrent, until widenin 
and deepening and broadening, in 
the grandeur of a mighty river, ft 
makes its way to the great ocean. 80 
it is with the literature of a people. 
“English stands today as a world 
language, and like the alchemist, it 
has compounded all into one, and made 
English literature. What did the Celt 
bring to the alchemist? The Celtic 
missionaries from the monasteries and 
schools of Ireland, who preached of 
God and sang of religion, formed the 
letters of that early civilization of tne 
Saxon, and when Caedmon sang at 
Whitby. he told in rude English the 


story of creation, which he had learned 
from the disciples of the Celtic mis- | 
sionaries.

gave them the genial, laughing elves 
to roam the mountains, gambol in the 
heather and rustle their garments like 
the autumn winds. 

“As a race, the Irish were emotional, 
sentimental; full of the gay, the sor- 
rowful, the emotional, the patriotic, 
and tneir literature breathes of the 
same. 

“The Celtic influence is a new and 
strange music, but it ie the beauty at 
the heart of things.

As we progress from week to 
week in this new year, there are 
multiplying signs of a culmination in 
our great business activity and pros- 
perity. Right at the outset let all fix 
firmly in mind a word of warning.

litieal economy, who are of a hrac- 


sons from actual business operations 
and not from books, have long ago 
periods of industrial 
depression are always periods of low 
prices for every product of human in- 
dustry. As the depression passes and 
activity takes the place of stagna- 
tion, one of the very firet effects is 
a general rise in prices. This rise be- 
gins in finished products; then it 
touches raw materials; and after a 
while as the whole industrial body of 
the people becomes actively employed, 
wages rise. last thing affected 
is real ewtate. If times of depression 
the process ia directly the opposite. 
The railroad systems of the United 
Siates in the month of December last 


incicase of moss earnings. But it is 
a significant fact that the net earn- 
ings showed no increase whatever. 
The Jarge advance in gross receipts, 
amounting to many millions of dol- 
lars, wes all absorbed in the in- 
creased eperating expenses. This in- 
crease came mostly in wages to em- 
ployés. That was before the 10 per 
cent. advance made by the Pennsy!- 
vania system, which was followed 
very generally throughout the country. 

During the month of February the 
money going into buildings in fifty 
or sixty of the leading cities of the 
country showed a falling off as com- 
pared with February. 1906, of some- 
thing over $7,000,000. This declina- 
tion was 30 per cent. Here we have 
the same conditions existing as in the 
operation of the railroads. in all 
the bullding trades wages are higher 
than known before, while simul- 
taneously the hours that constitute a 
days work are shorter. The material 
generally going into buildings has 
risen in nearly ‘the same ratio as 
labor The rise in lumber has been 
marked. Naturally, this increased 
eost in building has resulted in de- 
creased activity. Those who hesitate 
to pay the increased price of from 
$600 to $1000 for building a house to 
live ip may be shortsighted and their 
policy may be wrong. 

If tris policy of hesitation should 
become somewhat general there 
woul, be less demand for skilled la- 
bor and that would bring down 
wages. The same thing is possible in 
the cost of bullding material. The 
are not only abstaining 
catering upon new development. 
but they are lu several Instances can 
celing orders for work ju hand. 
Should this sort of thing become gen- 
eral the mills of the country would 
be much less pressed to fill orders 
and in a very short time there would 
begin to appear an accumulation of 
finished products. With such a result 
there would immediately follow a 
shading of prices in order to convert 
the products of the mills into cash 
for further operations. Even lup- 
ber. which some think will never be 
cheaper again in the United States, 
might be had at easier prices if the 
Mills found their product piling up. 

The practical lessons to be deduced 
from these new conditions in the lu 
‘dustrial world are that we must learn 
to be content with our present meas- 
ure of prosperity and not jeopardize 
industrial activity by an unjust de- 
mand for further concessions which 
the laws of political economy make 
e wage-earn're world 
ig getting better wages than ever 
known before, but really the advan- 


creased price for raw material, be- 
comes higher, all the finished prod- 
ucts of industry must rise at an equal 
pace,

The wrack- 
ing trouble of getting money to 
finahce expansions and of getting la- 
bor to perform the work may suggest 
to wise people that it is better to be 
content with the present pace and 
not push to too high a speed; but 
with all the business of the country 
to handle, industrial managers can- 
not adopt any policy which would 
mean actual retrenchment. There is 
scarcely a railroad in the United 
States which has sufficient motive 
power or rolling stock to meet the 
demand for transportation. With 
perhaps 1,500,000 immigrants to come 
into the United States during the

E LAND OF LONG LIFE. 

Attention has been called, lately, 
to an Indian woman in Inyo county, 
California, who is still well gad 
hearty at the age of 117 years. Not 
much fuss has made over the 
old lady, it is , for the reason 
that she is hardly exceptional, there 
having been numerous Indians in 
California who have lived to be her 
age, and even longer. ‘ 

The tenderfoot who comes here 
from the East and who writes let- 
ters to his folks back yonder has 
taken to the habit of treating these 
reports of our long-lived people’ as 
fairy tales, But fortunately we have 
the records of the padres to bear us 
out in many instances. The Francis- 
cans were ds careful about keeping 
baptismal records as they were about 
keeping records of comets, earth- 
quakes, droughts and rainstorms. 

It is doubtful that there is another 
section of the known globe that can 
show as many centenarians as Cali- 
fornia can show, not only among the 
native Indians but among the native 
white people, as well. Nor is this 
remarkable longevity confined to the 
natives, red and white. It also ap- 
plies to people who were born ebe 
where and bave adopted California 
as a place of residence. 

California is an ideal home for old 
people, and it is safe to say that life 
is prolonged here far beyond what it 
is in those parts of the country where 
climatic conditions are uncertain and 
eceentric. Almost anywhere beyond 
the rim of the Sierras both the win- 
ters and the summers are hard on 
those who have reached or passed the 
proverbial threescore and ten. The 
cruel cold and the merciless heat de- 
stroy them. They have not the 
vitality left to battle against such 
conditions. 

But, here in tie Land of Long Life, 
everything tends to make the lot of 
old people serene and pleasant. There 
are no extremes of climate. There 
are few days in winter when an aged 
person cannot sit sunned in a Laos 
Angeles park. In summer the winds 
from the sea mercifully temper the 
heat with balm. 

Extreme old age is pathetic almost 
everywhere, but less so here than 
any piace that can be mentioned. 
Our old are not the care to the young 
that they are in ifll-favored climes. 
They con spend their time ont of 
doors, play with the children, dream 
m the sun, pluck flowers and be 
nappy. It seems a pity that all the 
old people in the world cannot be 
sent to California.

As said, it is very different with 
State Legislatures. They represent 
put the opinions and views of smal!

these narrow confines extreme opin- 
jons may crop out from time to tins. 
This is particularly true of certain 
Western States where Populism has 
prevailed to an excessive degree. 
These narrow and defective views 
may result in the passage of laws 
detrimental both to the railroads and 
to the public because unjust. in the 
action of the Federal government the 
conditions throughout the whole of 
the United States world be consid- 
ered and weighed. Any inquiry insti- 
tuted by Congress or by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission of the 
President would not fall to take into 
consideration that the conditions 
controlling the operation of railroads 
in densely populated portions of the 
country’ (such as most of the New 
England States, New York, Pennsy!- 
vania and Ohio) are different from the 
conditions existing in Nebraska. 
The railroads operating in Ohio 
might easily be prosperous on a two- 
cent-a-mile fare, while in a sparsely 
settled country like Nebraska a two- 
cent fare might fall below the average 
operating expenses of the road. Un- 
doubtedly this disposition of the sep- 
arate States to enter into this conflict 
between the people and the railroads 
has had an influence upon railroad 
stocks. 

But for many months past those 
who have observed the course of the 
speculative stock market have again 
and again warned the public to keep 
out of that gigantic gamble The 
stocks of the railroads are watered 
in many cases to the.extent of 50 per 
cent. of the actual cost of construc- 
tion. To pay dividends on this ex- 
cessive capitalization is a-hard thing 
ua compared with paying dividends 
on acthal cost. Then the manipula- 
‘tors of the stock market have had 
but little deration in their minds 
of actual dividend-paying power. Ii 
has been a gamble pure and simple. 
All sorts of unfair means have been
